The light that plays upon the Alps 
continually recreates them. They st 
leotly lift their faves LDeavenward ju a 
Tepose hie nothing disturb-, but it is 
Srepose, uot of death, but of n fife too 
sat and high to be affected by the 
changes below it. Mont B'anc, the 
Mstterhoru not the Jungfrau are 
rapped ina eolitude upon which it is 
perilous to intrude; but ou thoresuhli me | 
beigbte the light glauces suid lingers na 
ifthere ft found ita bame aud disclosed 
all the mirele of Its revealing power 
Forto the Iybt one fads the only rev 
dation of the mouataine, It is the light 
which discloses thelr influite resources 
Of strength apd beauly. 

At Juterluckeu I saw not long ago a 
Wonderful iNustration of this power ol 
Tetelation. Ft was tate In the evening 
when Í arrived, ans ouly the dark 
mses of the bille which bem in the 
litte valley were visible: one would 
not bave known that he was withiu a 
fhowand miles of the Jungfrau. Jt wee 
a clear, sturlit evealng, but between 
thee great black hHls it seemed 
Mrangely dark aml soleunu. There was 
tote a moon later, and we vat on one 
of ihe balconies of the hot+l aud walted 
for ita comiug.

Tbis volcano bas for many ages at 
tracted the attention of mankind, and 
desolating eruptions of Which have 
been s0 often aud eo fatally experienced, 
i4 distant ia an eastern direction about 
seven miles from Naples. Ita height 
above the level of the sea is subject tu 
frequent changes by eruption», and 
msy be said to approach 4000 feet. 
From the top may be seen the whole 
coast of the Gulf of Naples, tordered 
with orange treer; and the prospect has 
been described as that of paradise seen 
from tbe Sufernal regions. Upon the 
lavas which the voleauo long ago aject- 
ed, and which, like great furrows, ex-

| ziven a great extension to the mouth of 
| Veanvius, which was conjectured to be 
| nearly two miles in circumference. 
| Ta 1804, 1895, 1809, 1812 1813 1817 
and 1520 there were eruptions of this 
volcano, more or less violent In 1822 
a violent eruption took place, by whicb 
tbe mountain lost about 800 feet; but 
subsequent eruptions have restored it 
to its former height. 

In May, 1855, a terrific eruption took 
place by whieh the town of Cerroin 
was entirely destroyed. No less than 
eleven cones were in active operation, 
and threw out auch quantities of Java 
j that a total falllag iv of the mountain 
waa dreaded. The-e eruptions continued 
with more or jers activity till 1859 In 
| 1661 and 1868 great eruptions touk place 
causing exteusive damage.
